> The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The present 
invention is directed towards a method for image processing of a digital image. 
Independent claims 21,32,39 and 63 identify the uniquely distinct feature, " for 
providing a mixing function algorithm embodied on a computer-readable medium 
for modifvinq a digital image and processing the digital image bv applying the 
mixing function algorithm based on the one or more than one imaae Drocessinq 
filter and the coordinates of the one or more than one set image reference point ". 
Similarly, Independent claims 51 ,52 and 57 identify the uniquely distinct feature, " 
for processing the digital image bv applying the determined image processing 
filters based upon either the location of the defined image reference points, or the 
image characteristics of the pixels at the location of the defined image reference 
points ". The closest prior art, Cariffe et al. (USPN 6,201 ,548 B1 ), disclose 
graphical user interface for image editing and Bier (US 6,072,501), discloses 
method and apparatus for composing layered synthetic graphics filters, either 
singularly or in combination, fail to anticipate or render the above underlined 
limitation obvious.
